THE MONOPOLISTS’ TACTICS. 

The tactics of the monopolists in regard 
to tariff questions’ in Congress are plainly 
‘revealed in a communication to sympathetic 
newspapers by the Secrefary™ of the Iron 
and Steel Association,. Referring to the 
proposal to put salt on the free list, he 
says: “‘ Steel. rails, lumber, silk, pottery, 
chemicals, and wool will be ‘tried. next ;” 
and the suggestion is offered that. Congress- 
men ‘fshoe@ld be asked. by letter or by tele- 


graph to oppose all bills which, strike at 


items in the present tariff,” In other words, 
‘' protected” interests of evary grade are 
urged to band themselves together in op- 
position to all tariff amendmerits, on ‘the 
ground.that all reform should be resisted as 
inimical to their welfare.. 

- Ase matter of policy, the injunction was 
not needed. The classes whose efforts are 
invoked have always evinced a keen appre- 
Giation of the antagonism that exists be- 
tween the public interests and. their. own. 
‘They have uniformly deprecated ; amy: at- 
tempt to rid the tariff of its montrosities, 
or to disenss intelligently the true eondi- 
tions of Customs taxation. .But the policy

disguised. By claiming for high protective 
duties the distihctive appellation of ‘ the 
American policy,” they long. contrived 
to cultivate prejudice © and. selfish- 
ness (under the pretense of,  pa- 
triotism.

Only a short time ago the world at. large

genuine diamonds. The world was ‘not 
startled, becanse a long experience of seek- 
ers for the philosopher's stone, dissoverers 
of perpetual motion, and inventors of flying 
es had produced'a deep-seated skep- 
ticity. in. régard «to misdirected  ef- 
forts to thwary the. purposes of na- 
tare. Notwithstanding the positiveness of 
the first announce and the ufiqualified 
‘statement that: Prof. ALL and other 
eminent scientific scholars had pronounced 
the product of McTsak’s laboratory real 
diamonds, the world evidently refused to 
believe it, for there was no indication that 
‘the consequences of such a discovery were 
apprehended. ‘Shortly the astonishing in- 
formation was modified by the statement. 
that the canny Scotchman had to wokk with- 
in very narrow limits,‘and conld produce 
none of the precious crystals with a larger di- 
ameter than one thirty-second df an inch; 
ahd now weare told that an eminent an- 


thority, Prof. Masxeiyye, of London, has 


declared that the shining particles are not 
diamonds at all, but mere: silicates. Some 
people may be disappointed if this prove to 
be a final result, but sensible people will be 
glad. «- 

SYDNEY.SMITH was unable to appreciate 
the esteem in which diamonds are held by 
the average man, and more especially by 
men and women who in point of wealth and 
position are above the average. For his 
part. he could see no more attraction in 
them than in’ bits of shining glass, but he 
dreaded the effect, if suddenly all mankind 
were to be converted to his view. It would 
sweep away by the: swift and silent stroke 
ofachange of opinion, ‘a vast. amount. of 
wealth, turn: fortunes into what. would be 
no. ‘better than ashos, reduce great 
treasures to the merest dross, and: make 
of erowns .and © diadems worthless 
and unregarded baubles.

bic can. impart, She exercises that art but 
sparingly; and that in remote'and inaccessi- 
ble laboratories in the bowels of. the earth, 
and allows the product to come to light only 
as the reward of great labor.

Columbia College, whose new buildings have 
now, been completed, and parts of which have: al- 
ready been occupied by Professors and students, 
attracts s0 little tion inthis big and busy 
town that the general pablie know very little of its 
history. One of the oldest and richest. seats of 
learning in. the Republic, it was originally called 
King’s College. In 1703, the Rector and Wardens of 
Trinity: Ghuteh waited upon the Governor, Lord 
CorNBURY; to learn what part of the King’s Farm 
had been designed for the college which he had in- 
ténded to baild, Bxexe.xy’s purposes seems to 
have been to téansfer the educational inatitation, 
meant for Bermuda; to this State in 1729. 
But 17 -years’ went by before an act had 
been passed to raise £2,250 by lottery for the en- 
couragement of learning and the founding of the 
college. , More money was furnished; Trastées were 
chosen; but there was still delay, with no little. fear, 
of a Ohurch establishment here like that in England, 
and along controversy was finally decided in favor 
of the Chursh party. . Funds were in. Eng- 
land and here, the prineipal American contributor 
being J0stra Mueray, who gave property, including 
his library, worth 28,000. The college opened July 


17, 1754, witha class of 10, under the instruction - 


of. the Rev. Dr. SamMuUst, Jomnsoy,. of Stratford, 
Conn., in a large vestry-room belonging to Trinity 
Ohuten.' The first’ tutor was his son, who, soon 
dying, wassucceeded by one Currixa, from Eton 
and Oambridge. The corner-stone of the institution 
was, laid’ by ‘Harpy, Ang. 23, 1756, on the dlosk 
now bounded by Murray, Church, and Barclay 
streets” CUollege-place—so named from the build- 
ing—and intersected. by Park-place, The first Oom- 
mencemens was held June 21. 1758, when 10 Bache- 
lors. and 10 Masters of Arts were graduated. The 
students bégan to lodge and mess in the college 
building two years after, aad, within a fortnight, a 
procession moved thence to St. George’s Chapel to 
commemoraté the third Commencement. At Dr.- 
Jomwson's réquest, the Rev. Mrnes Coors, of 
Queen's College, Oxford, was sent hither in 1762 by 
the Archbishop of Canteroury; he was appointea 
Fellow of thé College and Professor of Moral Phi- 
losophy- He sutceeded Jouwsow as President, and
